Violent snow squalls, near

Under the new law, findings 


of the reappraisal shall be 
binding upon all political sub- 
divisions levying taxes in the 
county, including home rule 
charter cities. 


If any county fails to enter 


into an approved reappraisal 
contract within the time lim- 
its prescribed in the new law, 
the state tax commissioner 
is then required to enter into 
a contract for the county's 
reappraisal. 


The time limits in the new 


law vary according to the 
dale of a county's last re- 
appraisal. They range from 
Jan. 1, 1966. for those coun- 
ties which have not had a 
reappraisal since Jan. 1, 1947, 
up to 10 years after any re- 
appraisal 
entered 
into be- 


tween 1959 and Oct. 19, 1963. 


Many counties have indi- 


cated informally to the tax 
commissioner that they plan 
to enter into reappraisal con- 
tracts prior to their pre- 
scribed time limits.

The average run of advertising received 


In the mail is considered by most house- 
holds as a nuisance but such is not the 
case with all such mail at all times of the 
year. This is the time, for instance, when 
the home becomes loaded with booklets or 
pamphlets displaying the Christmas wares 
of all the stores. How far 
this material 


goes in achieving what it is intended to 
achieve is uncertain but it performs, def- 
initely, a service that was not primarily in- 
tended. 


It may or may not sell Mother or Dad 


on the goods displayed therein but it rep- 


resents the start of the 
Christmas season 
for 


children. The first such 
publication that arrives 
soon becomes a real 


collector's item. The first youngster who 
spots it lays immediate claim thereto and 
from there the battle is joined. As the days 
go by, more such mail arrives and soon 
there is enough for all the youngsters. No 
more dog-cared publications are ever seen 
than those that display the toys, games, 
etc., that are on the shelves for Christmas 
shoppers. By the hour, the youngsters page 
through the pamphlets, pointing out one 
item after another that earns their fascina- 
tion. 


And there seems (o be no end to their 


capacity to \\unt. There arc dolls, wagons, 
farm sets, army sets, trucks, skates, doll 
clothes, blocks, guns and games galore. 
There is such a multitude of things as to 
all but overwhelm the wide-eyed children. 


When we were young, we used to dream 


of candy land and ice cream mountains 
and other things and many such dreams 
are no doubt a part of young lives today. 
At this time of year, however, the dreams 
are of a fairyland of toys. In their minds, 
the children are so surrounded with gay 
playthings that there is hardly time to do 
any of them justice. 


Only for a little while can the child 


skate because off in the distance is a doll 
to play with and beyond that is a game 
and for as far as the eye can see. there are 
new things to explore and enjoy. But a 
dream it is and even those so occupied 
come to know it as such. They come to 
know that all they see cannot be theirs, 
even though the realization is a hard one 
to come by. This is when the child must 
settle doun to tlie torturous task of select- 
ing those things that arc wanted most of 
all. The pamphlets get a reql going over 
at this point as the decisions that must be 
made call for painstaking examination and 


thought. After all, a settling on a few things 
out of hundreds is no easy job. 


The smaller children haven't yet ac- 


quired the same sense of values as their 
older brothers and sisters but they get the 
job done. They select In,terms of numbers. 
They try to settle on three or four Items 
with cost obviously no part of their decision. 
There may be a $20 Item and a $1 Item to 
chose between and the $1 Item has just as 
good a chuncc as docs the $20 one. There 
arc some pitfalls for the parents In this 
system so It calls for some guidance- 
gentle discouraging of too many high- 
priced Items and encouragement on Items 
on the lower end of the price scale. The 
older children have gotten to the point 
where they will make their selections In 
consideration of monev. 


* 
If they are somewhat normal, this is not 


too dangerous a method to permit. At 
least in the pre-teens, $10 or $12 on up is 
getting into big money. If, at this point, the 
number of items is too small, there follows 
a substitution based on price so that the 
number of items becomes respectable and 
the total price reasonable. 


Of course, the process is a daily one 


and the selections arc changed with great 
regularity. One of two items, perhaps, re- 
main constant on the most wanted list but 
others arc on and off the list in rapid-fire 
order. E\cry time the list is revised, 
it 


must be rca*d. and explained where neces- 
sary, to the parents. 


Maybe, too, you are put on the spot to 


guess the total "actual retail value" of the 


group of things found on 
the list. Too conserva- 
tive an estimate is likc- 
ly to bring a hurt reac- 
lion. A liberal estimate, 


however, brings quite a smile as the child 
assumes from it a frugality for himself and 
presumes from that the adult approval 
sought. With the conservative estimate, you 
might even provoke an offer to chip in 
$2.31 held in savings by the youngster. It 
is one of those offers, of course, where the 
giver's spirit is willing but the recipient's 
flesh is weak and the transaction is never 
consummated. 


On the one hand, the experience is full 


of excitement and great anxiety. On the 
other, that of the parents, it is an experience 
of great joy and endless satisfaction. There 
is a pure simplicity to it all that isn't 
found at any other time, in any place or 
with any other human beings—a simplicity 
refreshing to behold and be a part of.

No Mixed Nuclear Force 


In an important test vote. European 


nations have turned down the U.S. proposal 
for a mixed manned nuclear force for UIP 
North Atlantic Treaty Organization. 
The 


proposal was severely attacked as a mili- 
tary maneuver but its defeat can be laid 
to other reasons. 


The mixed manned pooling of resources 


simply did not fit that European sentiment 
which is dominated by a. strong feeling of 
nationalism. The core of the situation in- 
volves the old clash between independence 
all along the line on the part of European 
nations and reliance 
upon the United 


States. 


This independence is represented most 


forcefully in the person of Charles de Gaulle 
of France who continues to raise the issue 
of U.S. reliability. This is the question that 
haunts West Germany and which made the 
assassination of the " late President Ken- 


nedy such a vital matter, aside from the 
great personal liking held by West 
Ger- 


many for the late President. 


With U.S. support in force. Germany 


has not even a dream of eventual unifica- 
tion and great fears of her very existence 
as separate divisions of East and 
West. 


Thus, the nations of Europe look to their 
own military refinement as a hedge against 
any future change toward isolationism on 
the part of the United States. 


A mixed manned nuclear force would 


not promote the military establishment of 
individual nations as would separate na- 
tional forces under a unified NATO com- 
mand. Thus, the question of the mixed 
manned force is not strictly a military one. 
The failure of the proposal at this stage un- 
derscores the task faced by this nation 
in forging an alliance of strength. 


The Third Cruise 


It is \\orthy of note and great national 


satisfaction that the good ship Hope has 
started on its third international cruise. 


The Hope is our hospital ship, an ad- 


mirably equipped and staffed mobile carrier 
of the latest and best of the healing art. 
]t goes its own \\ay, always touards points 
of great need, oblivious of our state de- 
partment and international diplomacy. It 
runs on money contributed by American in- 
dividuals. 


On this cruise the Hope will call at 


Ecuador. Like much of Latin America. 
Ecuador is a land of urgent need in public 
health. It is afflicted by a shortage of 
clinics, physicians and medical technicians, 
too. Its people are not schooled in the pro- 
tective facilities and practices of health. 
Naturally it experiences 
much 
physical 


misery. 


Earlier the Hope spent considerable 


time in Indonesia, Peru and South Viet 
Nam. In all those countries, the afflicted 
were taken to the ship where the best of 
treatment and care gave many of them a 
new and better life. Meantime, trained 
teams went ashore to train willing workers 
in the field of public health. They have left 
behind them many care centers which did 
not exist before. 


It takes a great deal of money to pro- 


vide this invaluable service. It also requires 
another thing, namely, public serving phy- 
sicians and surgeons and 
their highly 


trained assistants. They are willing to give 
up home and substantial earnings in the 
name of mercy. 


And we are all glad to have a part of 


it. Somehow the whole thing makes us stand 
up a little straightcr. And there isn't a bet- 
ter feeling than that.

lons—almost twice what it is now. We will

sumption of spirits was still quite a private 
matter and the country at that time had 
an aversion to keeping tabs on much of 
anything. Dut it is true that the American 
of 100 years ago related hard drinking to 
hard tasks. Quite a few of our leading 
generals drank their way through the Civil 
War. It seemed to have a steadying effect 
on the troops of both the North and South 
to sec their general mounted on a spirited 
horse in a place of obvious danger, injur- 
ing himself to shot and shell plus the finer 
nuances of tactics with a bottle of "Old 
Wormwood." Pioneering also took a lot of 
spirittis frumcnti, an item which o f t e n 
headed the grocery list. 


All in all, the picture is encouraging al- 


though quite long range. The more civilized 
people become the less they indulge in 
follies. 


pushed this important step 
quietly and persistently. 


Although Congress cut his

It is theoretical because 


so far it has not been possi- 
ble to empty a vessel abso- 
lutely. "Absolute vacuum" 
is an academic term that 
lias not yet been realized in 
fact. 


Torrlcclll, the Kalian sci- 


entist famous for the Inven- 
tion of the barometer, de- 
vised the first known method 
of producing a vacuum. He 
filled a glass tube, closed at 
one end, with mercury and 
then, turning It upside-down 
and placing the open end in 
a basin of mercury, saw the 
pressure or weight < of 
the 


atmosphere depress the col- 
umn of liquid, l e a v i n g a 
"partial vacuum" at the up- 
per end of the tube.

Excited by these experi- 


ments and those of Blaise 
Pascal, Otto von Guericke 
(1602-1686), a German city 
official who devoted his lei- 
sure to science, began try- 
ing to find a better means 
of creating a vacuum. 


He first 
filled a 
barrel 


with water and then pumped 
it dry. using a suction pump 
like those used to draw wa- 
ter. He hoped that the space 
that had been emptied of wa- 
ter would remain empty. In- 
stead, he found that 
air 


passed 
through the sides, 


and all he had when he was 
done was a barrel of air in- 
stead of barrel of water. 


Von Guericke, w h o was 


f i r s t alderman and then 
mayor of Magdeburg. Ger- 
many, t h e n fashioned a 
globe of copper and fitted it 
with a suction pump. He was 


more successful this 
time 


and not only found I h a t he 
could pump out the water, 
but that he also could pump 
out the air. 


Thus Guericke. 
in 
1G5II. 


d e v e l o p e d uhat is slill 
known as the air pump, es- 
sentially a 
modification of 


the water pump.

News of his experiments 


reached the Habsburg em- 
peror and von Guericke per- 
formed a remarkable ex- 
periment before him, using 
two hollow copper 
hemis- 


pheres, or half-globes, which 
fitted snugly and tightly to- 
gether. 


After pumping off the air 


with his pump, 15 horses 


were harnessed to each hem- 
isphere and were used to 
try to drag them apart. 


The 
vacuum 
inside the 


globe— or rather, the pres- 
sure of the atmosphere out- 
side—held, :iiul the 30 horses 
failed to separate t h c two 
hemispheres. 


Von Guericke also experi- 


mented with electricity, in- 
venting a machine that pro- 
duced power by the rotation 
of a ball of sulphur within a 
globe. He also achieved 
more than local 
fame by 


predicting the a r r i v a l of 
comets overhead, a "trick" 
learned by studying the or- 
bits of comets and their per- 
iodicity.

Of co urse, the pro cess is a daily o ne 
and the selectio ns are chang ed with g reat 
reg ularity . One o f two items, perhaps, re­ 
main co nstant o n the mo st wanted list but 
o thers are o n and o ff the list in rao id-fire 
o rder. Ev ery time the list is rev ised, 
it 
must be read, and ex plained where neces­ 
sary , to the parents. 
Maybe, to o , yo u are put o n the spo t to

the list. To o co nserva­ 
tive an estimate is like­

tio n. A liberal estimate,

In an impo rtant test vo te, Euro pean 
natio ns have turned do wn the U.S. pro po sal 
fo r a mixed manned nuclear fo rce fo r the 
No rth Atlantic Treaty Organizatio n. 
The 
pro po sal was severely attacked as a mili­ 
tary maneuver but its defeat can be laid 
to o ther reaso ns. 
The mixed manned po o ling o f reso urces 
simply did no t fit that Euro pean sentiment 
which is do minated by a stro ng feeling o f 
natio nalism. The co re o f the situatio n in­ 
vo lves the o ld clash between independence 
all alo ng the line o n the part o f Euro pean 
natio ns 
and 
reliance 
upo n 
the 
United 
States. 
This independence is represented mo st 
fo rcefully in the perso n o f Charles de Gaulle 
o f France who co ntinues to raise the issue 
o f U.S. reliability. This is the questio n that 
haunts West Germany and which made the 
assassinatio n o f the late President Ken­ 


nedy such a vital m atter, aside fro m the 
great perso nal liking held by West 
Ger­ 
many fo r the late President. 


With U.S. suppo rt in fo rce, Germany 
has no t even a dream o f eventual unifica­ 
tio n and great fears o f her very existence 
as separate divisio ns o f E ast and 
West.

any future change to ward iso latio nism o n 
the part o f the United States.

'Fish, Mice Among Mankind's Kin' 


Washington (UPI) — Scien- 


tists Sunday reported genetic 
evidence of man's relationship 
to mice and even fish. 


The evidence was supplied 


by u new method of tracing 
evolution which, it was said, 
"May well prove to be one of 
the truly significant scientific 
breakthroughs of the year." 


The "breakthrough" w a s 


described in the annual re- 
port of Dr. Caryl P. Haskins, 
president of the privately en- 
dowed Carnegie Institution of 
Washington. 


U n t i l now evolution has 


been evidenced primarily by 
fossils found in rocks. 


Sensitive Method 


T h i s year two Carnegie 


scientists, Drs. E. T. Bolton 
and B. J. McCarthy, invenetd 
a simple and sensitive meth- 
od of comparing compatible, 


or homologous, portions of the 
genetic material of one living 
creature with that of another, 


Now, 
the report said, "It 


may be possible to trace evo- 
lution" through the Interrela- 
tionships thus established. 


The genetic material Is de- 


oxyrlbonuclcic acid (DNA). It 
transmits the Inheritance of 
all living creatures, 
f r o m 


single-celled plants and ani- 
mals to man. 


Bolton and McCarthy devel- 


oped a method for measuring 
how much DNA from one liv- 
ing form would combine with, 
or was homologous to, t h e 
DNA from another. 


T h e y have 
found "sig- 


nificant 
Interrelationships" 


among several kinds of bac- 
teria and among such ani- 
mals as the mouse, rat, ham- 
ster, and guinea pig. For ex- 


ample, 75% of the m o u s e 
DNA proved compatible with 
rat DNA. 


25% With Mice 


Preliminary experiments al- 


so showed "significant homo- 
logy, or relationship," 
be- 


tween DNA from human tis- 
sues and DNA from animals. 
The report said 25% of hu- 
man DNA combined with the 
DNA of mice or calves. 


"There was even some In- 


teraction 
between 
human 


DNA and salmon DNA — 
about five per cent," the re- 
port said. 


Tliesc results. Uic scientists 


said, imply "the existence of 
common genetic material Uiat 
has been conserved during Uie 
course of vertebrate evolu- 
tion." Some genetic relation- 
ship, they said, extends "from 
man to fishes."

Rent Reduction 


By 1953 the rent reduction

industrial society." 


Insiders' Bias 


Of course, allowance should 


be made for the bias of the 
insiders and proponents. Ob- 
viously, governmental c o re- 
pulsion was merged w i t h 
standards of fairness. T h i s 
seems harsh to free enterpris- 
ers, but the change must be 
related to the previous Chi- 
nese record of famines, insuf- 
ficient production, and meag- 
er living standards. Even un- 
der laisscz faire, theorists rec- 
ognized that the final sanction 
for an economic system lies 
in social utility. Perhaps the 
Taiwan experiment may serve 
as a pilot study for the even- 
tual rehabilitation of the Chi- 
nese mainland. 


On a larger scale, In West 


Germany, elsewhere in free 
Europe, and In Japan, post- 
war experience has demon- 
strated the lifting power of a 
program based on prudent 
monetary principles and the 
philosophy of a free market. 


West Germany has been re- 


versing Marxian and inflation- 
ary trends. Under Chancellor 
Ludwig Erhard's s l o g a n 
"Property for Every Man" 
hitherto government owned 
enterprises have been c o n- 
verted to private ownership. 
Tills was conspicuous in the 
Volkswagen and electric pow- 
er operation. 


Part of the plan is to give 


priorities to single men with 
incomes of not more t h a n 
$2,000 and married men with 
incomes of not more than 
$4,000 to help them invest in 
shares of 
automobile 
and 


mining and smelting compa- 
nies which had previously 
been wholly owned by gov- 
ernment.

Gas Strike Results In 
Cold Italian Din ners 
Rome (£ ) — 
Millions 
of 
Italians ate cold Sunday din­ 
ners as a result of a gas 
strike. 
Communist and non-Com- 
munist unions, seeking n e w 
labor contracts, 
began the 
strike in major Italian cities 
Wednesday and scheduled it 
to end Saturday. But workers 
in Rome and some other lo­ 
calities remained off the job 
Sunday. The firms had main­ 
tained serv ice until Saturday, 
wrhen they cut p ressure be­ 
cause of dwindling sup p lies.

Under Chlang Kal Chek in 
Taiwan (Formosa), there has 
been a different ap p roach to 
land reform. In a book on the 
subject, Chen Cheng, one-time 
gov ernor of Hup eh Prov ince 
and later gov ernor of Taiwan, 
relates the formula used. 
As an alternativ e to confis­ 
cation. the gov ernment p ut a 
ceiling on rent p aid by ten­ 
ant 
farm ers 
amounting 
to 
371/2% of the annual yield of 
the main crop . At first, the 
rent reduction to the landlord 
was moderate, and was in 
some instances soon offest by 
increased p roductiv ity, esp e­ 
cially in connection with the 
p rogram to increase rice out­ 
p ut by 20%. 


In addition about 21% of the 
agricultural land in the p rov ­ 
ince was p ublic land. The For­ 
mosa gov ernment set an ex­ 
amp le in offering such land 
at reduced rentals, and this 
ev entually created a basis in 
1951 for the sale of such land 
to incumbent tenants. 
Rent Reduction 
By 1953 the rent reduction 
p rogram and sale of p ublic 
lands gav e a yardstick f o r 
making tenant owners on a 
basis that would release cap ­ 
ital of landlords for industrial 
and commercial dev elop ment. 
In describing the p rogram, 
Cheng states that the s u b­ 
joined fiv e p rincip les were fol­ 
lowed: 
(1) We decided to carry out 
the p rogram gradually and by 
p eaceful 
means. 
Landlords 
were p ermitted to retain a 
reasonable maximum of ten­ 
anted land. Amounts o v e r 
and abov e this limit w e r e 
comp ulsorily sold to the gov ­ 
ernment at fairly fixed p rices 
for resale to tennants. Next, 
t h e 
gov ernment 
extended 
loans to farm ers to enable 
them to buy the lands re­ 
tained by the landlord. 
(2) 
Both the comp ulsory 
p urchase of land and its re­ 
sale were effected through the 
gov ernment 
without 
direct 
contact between landlord and 
tenant so as to p rev ent abuses 
or disp utes. 
(3) Care was taken to see 
that the buyer was the orig­ 
inal tiller, that the land was 
the same he had been tilling, 
and that the way of op erat­ 
ing the farm was unchanged. 
(4) For p rotection of other 
enterp rises, limits were set to 
farm lands owned by educa­ 
tional, social and economc un­ 
dertakings and industrial and 
commercial p lants, and such 
lands were exemp ted f r o m 
comp ulsory 
p urchase 
a n d 
sale. 
(5) Protection was giv en to 
owner-cultiv ators by p rev ent­ 
ing the transfer or lease of 
farmlands under the land-to- 
the-tiller p rogram before the 
p rice had been p aid in full. A 
p roduction loan fund was p ro­ 
v ided to encourage the farm- 
er-p urchaser to op erate t h e 
land on a coop erativ e basis 
with imp rov ed techniques.” 
Prelim inary Program 
Cheng ascribed the results 
to a carefully tested p relim­ 
inary p rogram. As to this, he 
said: “First, a firm founda­ 
tion had been laid by the op ­ 
eration of the rent reduction 
p rogram. Second, the p rior 
imp lementation of the general 
land ownership classification 
p rogram had resulted in clear 
and accurate data on l a n d 
categories, 
distribution 
of 
rights, actual condition of use, 
and identity and number of 
resident 
and 
non-resident 
landlords. Third, the comp en­ 
sation p aid landlords by the 
gov ernment was 
fair 
a n d 
reasonable. Issuance of land 


bonds and stock shares of p ub­ 
lic enterp rises as comp ensa- 
t i o n 
guaranteed 
landlords 
against the risk of inflation. 
Fourth, the gov ernment in­ 
duced landlords to engage in 
industry and assisted those 
with small holdings to take up 
other occup ations.” 
In cataloguing the benefits, 
Mr. Cheng concluded: 
“ So­ 
cial unrest and confusion hav e 
gradually giv en way to sta­ 
bility. Social order is esp ecial­ 
ly good in the rural areas. 
After the farm ers acquired 
land ownership , they became 
deep ly interested in maintain­ 
ing p eace and order in t h e 
community. 


The farm er’s p roductiv e ca­ 
p acity has been raised and 
economic 
dev elop ment 
fos­ 
tered. Increased income, a 
better liv elihood and higher 
p urchasing p ower hav e stimu­ 
lated industrial and commer­ 
cial dev elop ment and econom­ 
ic p rosp erity. 


Gradual transfer to indus­ 
try and trade of the cap ital 
originally tied up in land has 
led to a p henomenal dev elop ­ 
ment of trade and industry, 
transformation of the social 
and economic structure, and 
a big forward step toward an 
industrial society.” 


Insiders’ Bias 
Of course, allowance should 
be made for the bias of the 
insiders and p rop onents. Ob­ 
v iously, gov ernmental c o m ­ 
p ulsion was merged w i t h 
standards of fairness. T h i s 
seems harsh to free enterp ris­ 
ers, but the change must be 
related to the p rev ious Chi­ 
nese record of famines, insuf­ 
ficient p roduction, and meag­ 
er liv ing standards. Ev en un­ 
der laissez faire, theorists rec­ 
ognized that the final sanction 
for an economic system lies 
in social utility. Perhap s the 
Taiwan exp eriment may serv e 
as a p ilot study for the ev en­ 
tual rehabilitation of the Chi­ 
nese mainland. 
On a larger scale, in West 
Germany, elsewhere in free 
Europ e, and in Jap an, p ost­ 
war exp erience has demon­ 
strated the lifting p ower of a 
p rogram based on p rudent 
monetary p rincip les and the 
p hilosop hy of a free market. 
West Germany has been re­ 
v ersing Marxian and inflation­ 
ary trends. Under Chancellor 
Ludwig 
E rhard’s 
s l o g a n 
“Prop erty for Ev ery M a n” 
hitherto 
gov ernment 
owned 
enterp rises hav e been c o n ­ 
v erted to p riv ate ownership . 
This was consp icuous in the 
Volkswagen and electric p ow­ 
er op eration.

can Farm Bureau Federation 
opened its annual convention 
Sunday with issuance of a 
membership report which its 
leaders hope will lead poll 
ticians — including President 
Johnson — to take notice. 


Roger Fleming, secretary 


treasurer, announced that the 
big farm 
organization has 


pushed Its membership to the 
record high of 1,628,295 farm 
families. He said the gain was 
20,700 over 1962. 


The significance of the in- 


crease in membership, Flem- 
ing said, is that it was ac- 
complished in a year in which 
the farm bureau waged an 
unrelenting attack on farm 
production and price control 
policies of the late President 
Kennedy. 


The increase also came at 


a time, he said, when t h e 
number of farms continued 
to decline.
